At the preaent time CongresB la 
snowed in by Bomo BOO bills which i 
Imvo been introduced to aid the 
American fanner. When one takes 
into consideration the oU acandal ' 
hills on taxation, aoldiera' bonus, and 
other Important measures that will ' 
have to bo threshed out, ono can eas- ! 
Uy ace that if any aid foe agriculture ' 
la forthcoming, it will bo neceaaary 
for Cougreaa to got busy on at least 
soma of the moat Important measures. ' 
About Juno lat the political conven-l 
Uon and primaries will overshadow^ 
all other Issues. 

Three bills are outstanding: The ' 
WcNury-Haugen bill which proposea to 
handle farm surpluses through an ex- 
port commlasion ealabllahed and op- 
erated by the government seems to bo 
tho beat proposal thus far. The Nor- 
heck-Burtneaa 1)111 would provide '■ 
lonna to Individual farmers for tho | 
purchase of iiveatock. This la tho bill ! 
backed l)y President Coolidge. ^Vhon 
one stopa to rollect what livestock 
farming haa done to the farmera of 
the middle west, it doea seom that tho 
western farmera could benoflt by our 
example; Imt if it Is to bring an over- 
production of IIvcBtock and livestock 
products. It would be better without 
It. The Norris-SInclair bill, supported 
by radicals and organized labor 
groups proposea to bo a prlce-flilng 
measure. 

Immediate help la needed by aomo 
farmers it is true. I pity those that 
have already loat their business, but I 
cannot help thinking that agriculture 
on tlie whole will ever be beneflted 
permanently by any national legisla- 
tion. I earnestly believe that tho fu- 
ture of our agricultural Industry rests 
upon economic laws. Don't let dema- 
gogues at^Washlngton capitalize those 
distressing times for their own per- 
sonal political b'enellts. 

Briefly, the economic law of supply 
and demand la taking its course and 
when its Influence rtwiches Its maxi- 
mum not till then, will we have an- 
other back-to-the-lami movement. 
Overproductlou of farm commodities 
and no foreign outlet Is responsible 
for our present depression. "When the 
supply will decrenso In comparison to 
the demand, then prices will go up and 
farm prosperity will be the result. 
Our population Is Increasing by a 
million and a half a year. If the de- 
mands of other countrlea could be di- 
verted our way wo would bo building 
a future agriculture that would he se- 
cure. 

There are plenty of reaaona for 
thinking that It will be a greater agri- 
culture than ever before. Farmers 
must Uilnk'tbis through. Are they to 
continue producing a large surplus 
when tho demand la low, or are they 
going to stimulate a demand. Don't 
expect bankrupt nations to do any 
buying. Bettor to ask your Congress- 
man to introduce a bill that will aid 
the people of other nations to increase 
their buying power than to Introduce 
hills wliosG only purpose Is to gain 
farmer vote, and are of no laatlng 
benefit. Why stimulate livestock rais- 
ing when foreign demands are low. 
why establish an export commission 
when there are no exports, and why 
do the radicals want a prlce-flxlng 
commission when only Americans 
must pay tho price? 

I see nothing better than several 
million dollara properly spent In for- 
eign fields to stimulate our export 
trade.

If the affricultural colleges and experitrient stations are to 
function effect'ivoly and give up-to-date, reliable informaHon and 
aid in respect to farm problems, they must have sufiicient funda 
to carry on adequate research and experimental 
work so as to discover practical ways to improve 
agriculture. The present Federal appropriation 
of only $30,000 a year to each of the experiment 
stations is deplorably inadequate to meet the 
pressing needs that are constantly coming be- 
fore them. T . V , , V , 

The Purnell bill, which has been before 
Congress and will again be urged during the 
present session, provides for an increase of ?15,- 
000 in the national appropriation for each agri- 
tural experiment station. ^It also provides for ^^^^^fy^^' 
creased appropriations until tl;a total amount eqi^als $85,000

The farmer, who Is the Initial pro- 
ducor of goods, has more agenclas de- 
signed to assist in his financing than 
has any other group, partly aa a result 
of tho natural growth of our present 
financial structure and. partly because 
of the Bpeclal agencies created by the 
government during recent years. The 
list of his credit sources Is a surpris- 
ingly large one, for be may borrow 
directly from the savings banks, truat 
companies, and Insurance companies; 
may use tlie Federal Farm -Loan 
Banks and the Joint Stock Laail 
Banks; may sell his mortgagor 
through local farm loan mortgage 
brokers, the larger mortgnge compa- 
nies, and certain investment banking 
houses; If a cattle raiser, he can dis- 
count hia paper with cattle loan com 
paniea; his marketing Is often done 
through a state or national co-opera- 
tive marketing association; ho has 
access to' tho regular commercial 
banks for short time funds; and of 
course, participates as any other con- 
sumer In tho usual retail store credit 
Moreover, the Federal Reserve Act 
has provided broad accommodation 
(or agriculture In its text as originally 
adopted and In tho several amend- 
ments since made, and the Agricul- 
tural Credits Act authorizes the estab- 
lishment of the Federal Intermediate 
Credit Bank as a further aid. When 
one hoars the statement made that 
In our economic system tho farmer 
alone Is not provided for, the answer 
is, merely, "It Isn't so." Many people 
arc coming to believe, and this In- 
cludes some of the agricultural bloc 
In Congress, that the farmer's trouble 
Is not due to his lack of credit hut to 
having had credits granted too easily 
and in too large amounts.

We are gettine reports from ftirm- 

era all over the state concerning the 
poor condition oC the seed corn this 
spring. Have you talcen the oiipor- 
tunlty o£ testing your seed? The nig 
doU method is heint; uHud by lots ot 
farmers. This is a simple and easy 
way of testing seed corn. Tlie Tarm 
Bureau will be glad to make prelim- 
inary tests ot 100 kornals from lots of 
yo to nooars In a lot, for members. 

Crib corn tested in Will county in 
one case to.stcd only :i5'r. while in 
another 83 out of 100 were .load. 
These testa plainly establish the dan- 
ger of picking your seed fCom the 

crib. 

Other samples tested that had been 
selected out of the Held early and 
properly dried showed teats of Sll and 
77%. WliilG much butter, even '.h \se 
tests are much below what really 
good seed corn should test. 

It win pay to test each ear of seed 
corn by the rag doli method ibis 
spring, and save only the ears having 
the strong lest. Use 6 kernels out of 
each ear for the test. Where mem- 
bens And they have an insulllclent 
supply of good seed corn, the Farm 
Bureau wni locate supplies of good 
seed it they so desire.

Shippers of livestock In Illinois 
were saved over 5130,000 In commis- 
sions In 1923 through refunds by pat- 
ronizing operative commission agen- 
cies operating under the National 
Live Stock Producers Association ac- 
cording to word re<:(;ivud from the Il- 
linois AKrioultural Association by the 
Lake County Farm Bureau.
